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This report deals with the operation of the Metropolitan Toronto 
Housing Registry between January | and March 31, 1972, and with 
the status of applications on file as of March 31, 1972. 


SUMMARY 


|. Active applications as of March 31, 1972 were 20,330, of which 
15,841 were from families and 4,489 were from adults over sixty 
years of age. This total of 20,330 compares with 19,226 applic- 
ations on file as of December 31, 1971, and represents an increase 
Of 9.7 per cent. 


2. Ontario Housing Corporation housed |,042 applicants during the 
first quarter of 1972, and received 3,815 new applications. 
These figures compare to 986 applicants housed and 2,964 
applications received during the fourth quarter of 197]. 


3. Distribution of applications by municipality of residence and 
preference, requirements by bedroom size, and distribution 
by source of income have all remained relatively constant 
throughout 1971 and the first quarter of 1972. (See Tables Il,

4. In this report for the period January | to March 31, 1972 a 
table has been included showing percentage distribution of 
family applications by bedroom count and point rating. In 
each of the bedroom categories at least 60 per cent of applicants 
had over 25 points of need. The minimum waiting period for about 
60 percent of OHC applicants, therefore, is 6 - !0 months for 
bachelor and |-bedroom units, 3 - 6 months for 2-bedroom accommod- 
ation, 6 - 12 months for 3-bedroom accommodation, and 18 - 42 
months for 4 and 5-bedroom accommodation. (See Table IX and 
Appendix |).
